Prime Minister Says 
Don't Depend On Acceptance

OTTAWA, Oct. 22. (BUÇ) — The 
government's proposal for boosting 
- university grants from $8 million 
to $10 million a year does not 
depend upon acceptance by Que- 
bec, prime minister Louis St. Lau- 
rent said today. 

, "I hape that the Quebec univer- 
sities will feel they should accept 
but if they don't accept now, they 
will still be available In the future," 
he told newsmen who met him at 
union station on his arrival from 
a weekend in Quebec City. 

"I hope that some day they will 
realize there is no danger to them 
accepting (the grants), he said. 

Mr. St Laurent suggested during 
the weekend that perhaps the 
Quebec universities could go over 
premier Maurice Duplessls' head 
and accept the grants. Duplessls 
has rejected them five" of the six 
years they have been made. His 
Contention Is that the grants cons- 
titute a Federal encroachment on 
the exclusively provincial preserve 
Of education.' 

The prime minister's comment 
fo reporters today was tho first 
tlaaqulvooal statement that Inau- 



guration of his new proposal of 
grants would not depend upon 
Quebec approval. 

The prime minister first made 
his new proposal in a speech oct. 
7 at Sherbrooke, Que. He said then 
a way had to be found for- the 
Quebec universities to take them 
and he thought he had found that 
way. 

"I shall not take it upon myself," 
he said at Sherbrooke, "to recom- 
ment (the increase) until we have 
found a way for the institutions in 
(Quebec) to accept their share 
without having to fear consequen- 
ces to the autonomy of the pro- 
vince." 

His comment today made 
crystal clear that he would as 
parliament at its next session to 
double the annual grants whether 
or not there was Quebec acceptance 
of the scheme. 

The proposal he aired at Sher- 
brooke was to turn the money over 
to the national conference of 
Canadian universities. The NCCU, 
he said, would then distribute the 
funds, rather than 'the federal 
government

University leaders across the 
country hailed the new idea with 
almost unreserved satisfaction. 
The NCCU, at a meeting here Nov. 
12-14, will give the prime minister 
its official answer. 

The prime minister was asked 
what he would do if the NCCU

It is the opinion of the McGiil 
Students' Executive Council that 
the issue at stake is one which 
intimateIy~conccrhs the' students 
of McGiil and therefore has made 
provision for a responsible con- 
tingent from McGiil to be present 
in Quebec City. The delegates will 
review the issues with members of 



the other Universities represented 
and determine what role the McGiil • 
Students' Society could play. 

It is further hoped that the meet- 
ing will provide an opportunity 
for student officers from all tlje 
Universities of the Province to 
meet and draft a common platform 
to serve as a basis for further 
negotiations .with the- Provincial 
government on the student' level. 

Of the local schools. Sir George 
Williams College is sending repre- 
sentatives and the University of 
Montreal is considering doing so.

.lived* under, tho cloud of' Duplessis and the Union National, Party, 
Invoking clause 93 of the, British. North-, America Act} which makes 
éducation a. provincial preserve, the Premier of'theProvince of'Queboc 
has continually exercised a stranglehold upon the proper development 
of Universities. in Quebec, McGill, especially, has become a political 
pawn. 

Interference in the function of. a university, seems to be a. perilous 
game these days, to judge fromi the- events in Eastern. Europe, Spain 
and Central America, We do not call fori mass marches, street riots* 
on the burning of the. Provincial Legislature. • 

We do call' for some sort of action to express the feeling and 
the spirit of tho students of this University. A petition is being, cir- 
culated, around, the campus condemning M. Duplessis and calling, for 
a Students Meeting, to discuss his latest refusal to accept any form 
off Federal: aid' for universities in Quebec. Read, the petition. Discuss 
ifi. If'you feel that this matter affects- you — and' it- is- your university 
that will suffer when financial aid is lacking. — then sign it, and turn 
up at the meeting. This is your chance to protest, your chance to act, 
your chance to: express your feelings — in a démocratie, constitutional 
way.

principal: difference. Ilea in the fact 
'that*, chlorine is bubbled: into the 
water: supply, for- purposes of stori- 
lization; tho latter is intended' for 
purposes of i médication. Theformor 
makot; the. water supply; in- effect 
a vory. dilute solution of' hypoehlo- 
rous acid; and the gas soon dissi- 
pât es. when the water is allowed 
to stand: or is heated. 

The use oft sodium -slltco-fluorld*. 
presents „ another set of problems. 
Being a. salt*, it does nob evaporate 
with the water, It concentrates-, in 
foods, out of which, witer h»s>b*en 
boiled,, and: it rather easy, ta soon 
get' en overdose of lh owing, te 
'modern food' processing methods. 

Here- lies-. the lack- of' objectivity 
the proponents have made tho 
observation that dental caries can 
be inhibited if the fluorino ion. can 
somehow be ingested by youngsters 
up to the age of 12;. It would be 
quite useless to. those over this 
age limit. Soi, instead of working 
out a method whereby a certain 
quantity of the stuff could be in- 
cluded' in: special foods for child* 
ren, they insist (almost to the point 
'of fanaticism)' that it MUST . bo 
added! to. the community' water 
supplyi, thereby/ involving, those 
who cannot possibly benefit from 
It- and. who in-, fact: may- even . be 
harmed: by it; due ta.hyperthyroidi 
conditions etc. 

I'bclleve that the long-dead issue- 
in- whlOh somo zealots, wanted' to 
iodize water supplies was settled 
by putting' sodium iodide- in table 
salt- for' those who wanted it, and 
leaving it-out of. s alt consumed by 
hypothyroid cases. As for the 
supposed "safety" of fluoridating 
water supplies (especially since 
'food processors must also make 
use of it); this- has been questioned 
by scientific groups and is still 
the subject of bitter controversy.. 
For Instance, a magazine published 
ai statement br the U.S. Dept; of 
'Agriculture, which at- tjie time 
rofusedi to. giva fluoridated water 
to> Its animals: "The practical 
significance of this discovery is in 
its bearing on. the public health 
hazard' off 1 fluorine.... tolerance 
limits., for. the" allowable amount of 
fluorine- likely, to be ingested by 
tho public should; be- low. enough 
to< protect the hypothyroid indivli 
dual and the normal) one. These 
compounds are enzymatic poisons. 
For- example, (experiments), have 
demonstrated that the fluoride ion 
inhibits, the. enzyme hone, ph.osn.ha- . 



tos in young rats and thereby 
retards calcification of the leg 
bones". 

Tho point I am. trying to make; 
without taking sides, is that there 
exists much doubt as to the ultim- 
ate safety of such' a procedure/and 
it. is hettcr to be wrong on the sido 
of caution. The scientists are 
divided on this subject, meaning 
that there are a lot of loosa ends 
in: need: of ' tying up. As on exam- 
iniez there is. tho pamphlet entitled 
/'Fluoridation Facts'';, put out by 
the American Dental' Association. 
Here Is- a- reply to a query, as- to 
why the fluoride couldn't be added 
to table salt: "It*, is impractical to 
add. 1 fluoride to table salt because 
it is not uniformly consumed, and 
because the use of salt with a com- 
mon fluoride content- would' be 
hazardous in view- of. the widely 
varying natural fluoride content of 
■water supplies". 'Wjell now, as. a 
layman. I find myself adding: to 
this, in rebuttal! Inversely, It' is 
impractical to add fluoride to 
public water supplies, because It 
IS uniformly consumed, and be- 
cause the- use of. water with a com- 
mon, fluoride content would- be 
hazardous in view of- tho widely
